On the 27Lh February, 1983, an information was received 
about the presence of dacoit gang of Babu alon^ith a kid¬ 
napped child in the ravines of village Bela. Shri Jai Karan 
Singh, Sub-Jnspector of Police decided to round up the gang 
with the limited force consisting of 3 other Sub-Inspectors, 

1 Coy. Commandei- of PAC, 8 Constables and li Section 
of PAC men. Uc divided the foice into three groups to 
cover three different flanks. He was Incharge of the first 
party, and ihe informer took this party near the spot, where 
the gang wa.s resting. Shri Jai Karan Singh ctaiwled and 
found the gang resting in the low ground. He quietly collect¬ 
ed his group and positioned himself on a high mound frewn 
where he could spot the gang, He challenged them to 
surrender lo the Police. Instead, the dacoits fired shots 


towards him, but he escaped unh urt. He immediately climb¬ 
ed high over the edge of the mound and opened fire on the 
dacoits. The distance between the Police party and dacoita 
was barely 35 yards. Shri Jai Karan Singh also signalled 
to other Police parties. The leader of the second party 
responded to the signal and started firing on the gang from 
the Northern side, while the first party kept the Eastern and 
Noith-Eastcm sides covered. The third party fired on the 
gang from the Western side. There was a fierce gun battle 
Between the Police parties and the dacoit gang. The firing 
continued for one and a half hours and as the morning grew 
brighter, the Police party heard cries from a nullah. It was 
the kidnapped child shouting to the Police party to stop fire 
us all the seven members of the gang had been shot and 
killed. Thus the entire gang of the dacoit Ba<bii was liqui¬ 
dated. The kidnapped child was also recued by the Police. 
Tliree factory made guns, two .315 bore rifles and one CM.

On the 23rd August, 1981, an information wa.s received 
that a gang of armed anti-social elements responsible for 
various crimes was .seen in the Nayakkaneri Hills, North 
Arcot District. Immediately Shri Walter Issac Davaram, I^. 
Inspector, General of Police, with a Police party consisting 
of one Inspector, three Sub-Inspectors, six constables and 
two I.NKs. proceeded towards the spot. When the Police 
jeeps were about 3.5 kms from Ambur, Shri Davaram 
noticed that the road was blocked by boulders.

While he was doing the snow 
clearance on the 19th February, 1984 at 1130 hours, two 
forward snow clearance machbes got buried under heavy 
snow avalanche. Shri Zalam Singh gathered courage, walked 
through chest deep snow upto buried Rolbas and extricated 
his incharge and two other operator from under the snow. 
With the only machine left, he continued snow clearance 
operation, encountering numerous active avalanches, hostile 
weather high velocity winds with drift snow of 90—1(10 kmbh 
and temperature of minus 9°C and succeeded in clearing the 
road for traffic upto South Jawar Tunnel on 23rd February, 
1984. 

Shri Zalam Singh thus, displayed courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order under exceptionally hostile weather con¬ 
ditions. 

3. FLIGHT LIEUTENANT SATISH PURSHOTTAM 
APARAirr (14069), ACCOUNT 

(Effective date of the award 28th February, 1984) 

Flight Lieutenant Satlsh Purshottam Aparajit was a member 
of the successful Trans-Himalayan Motor Expedition, The 
expedition drove through frozen wastes, ravine deserts at 
high altitude and over 15 mountain passes facing hostile wiilds 
lashing against the rocky terrain in sub-zero temperatures, 
avalanches and storms. On the 28th February, 1984, one of 
the vehicles of the expedition met with an accident and fell 
down a cliff of over 1,000 metre, Fit Lt Aparajit descended 
for rescue by using rapelling rope down a vertical rock face 
into the ravine covered with thick undergrowth to carry out 
search for the casualties. He was able to find one of the 
members who had suffered multiple fractures. After having 
given him mouth to mouth respiration, he quickly brought a 
doctor to him for rendering medical aid. Thereafter he 
brought up the wounded member of the team on his back 
most of the way, When he was climbing the last vertical 
rock, the anchor of the rope gave way and he slipped more 
than 100 feet but was lucky to survive. He held on to the 
wounded member of his team with great determination and 
brought him safely to the roadhead. 

Flight Lieutenant Satish Purshottam Aparajit thus displayed 
indomitable courage, team spirit and sense of selfless service. 


On the 3rd June. 1982. at about 10.30 P.M., an armed 
gang of elfdit dacolts raided the house of Shri Param Singh 
in 'wlage Kothora, District Sagar, Madhya Prttdesh. Shri 
Param fflngh, who was not present at that time, rushed to the 
house on hearing about the raid from his brothers and 
neighbours. He found one of the dacoits menacingly stand¬ 
ing guard in front of the house. Tnsplte of the warnings 
from the dacoit, Shri Param Singh faced the dacoit with a 
mern lathi. The dacoit fired from his gun. Shri Parami 
Singh ducked and moved onward exhorting bis men to pur¬ 
sue the dacoits. This bold challenge unnerved the dacoits 
and thev emerged out of the house and started running. The 
villagers led by Shri Param Singh pursued them. 

One of the dacoits fired a second round toward Shri Param 
Singh- A nellet bit Wm in the knee which started bleeding! 
ntiofuselv and rendered him almost imrnovable. Before^ the 
dni-oit could charge gienin Shri Param Singh gave a decisive 
lathi blow on the dacoits head and in quick succession gave 
a h'ov' on the head of another dacoit who was holding a 
torch linbr thua nlunging the scene info total darkness She! 
r>Tram ‘iinab dis.armed pnother dacoit with a stunning lathi 
blov". This comnlcteiv detnoraiised the dacoits who made 
pood tt’»ir escane. One ininred dacoit with a gun and _n 
strar. of cartridges was caught, but later he succumbed to his 
iniuries. 


4, 40444969 COMPANY HAVILDAR MAJOR PRATAP 
SINGH, GARHWAL RIFLES, 

(Effective date of the award : 8th March, 1984). 

On the 8th March, 1984, during an owmffon launched to 
intercept infiltrating groups of Mizo National Front Hostile* 
Bttempiting to enter Mizoram from Bangladesh, Company 
Havildar Major Pratap Singh of a special patrol was a,sk»3 to 
carry out search and destroy the mission. Displaving tremen¬ 
dous determination, he reconnoifered the thickly forested 
mountainous area. He led his patrol over the moat Inhos¬ 
pitable terrain for seven days to trace mov'ements of hostile* 
and thereafter selected an ideal ambush site to achieve total 
surprise. On 19th March. 1984. his wrseverance bore fruit 
when three hostile* entered the ambush site. On being chal¬ 
lenged, the leading hostile opened fire on Cnmpanv Havildar 
Maior Pratarr Singh with a semi-automatic rifle. Undeterred 
hv the fire, be signalled his patrol to open fire. Firing fromi 
his own Machine Carbine, he shot dead the leader of the 
gronn. Inspired by his leadership, the reserve groun of bis 
patrol went in pursuit of the other two fleeing hostiles. tyho 
were shot dead in the encounter. One semi-automatic rifle, 
one pistol, on<- grenade and 75 rounds of ammunition were 
recovered in this action.

Operator Excavating Machinery Goviiid Ram was deployed 
v/ith his dozer for formation cutting task on a hill road ‘Gull’ 
to ‘Mohar’ in Jammu and Kashmir. On the 8th March, 1984, 
at 1630 hours, when he was steering the dozer to a safe place 
after the days hard work, a sudden move of earth from top 
of the hill was noticed by him. Unconcerned about his per¬ 
sonal safety, he kept steering the dozer from sliding down 
the valley. In the process, he came under the falling debris 
and died. 

Shri Govind Ram thus displayed operational excellent skill, 
courage, great determination and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

(Effective date of the award : 31st March, 1984). 

On the 31st March, 1984, alt about 12.30 p.m., five armed 
desperadoes entered the house of one Shri I. C. Goel in 
Yamuna Vihar, Delhi. Two of them carried loaded country 
made pistols, while the remaining three were armed with 
knives. They asked Shri Goel, who was present in the draw¬ 
ing room to hand over all the valuables. Shri Goel, grappled 
with one of the desperadoes but the desperadoes started beating 
him mercilessly. On seeihg this, Kumari Savita, 14 years 
old daughter of Shri Goel, rushed from the kitchen and 
caught hold of one of the desperadoes. The desperado 
threatened her with a knife but she did not leave him. At 
this stage one of ihe desperadoes fired nt Shri Goel. thereby 
seriously injuring him and also injuring Savita. The five 
desperadoes then came out of the house and fanned out in 
different directions.

Later 
Nnik Ram Singh’s right foot was amputated but his life was 
saved. 

With complete disregard to his personal safety Subedar 
Mohan Singh thus displayed courage, initiative and boldness 
in volunteering to rescue a comrade. 

10. JC-74856 SUBEDAR NAIB SINGH MAHAL,

(Effective date of the award ; 6th June, 1984) 

Subedar Naib Singh Mahal was Incharge of a patrol on 
suiveilance task on the International Border with Burma. On 
the 6th June, 1984 his patrol suddently came upon Naga 
hostile washing his clothes in a ‘Nala’ and apprehended him.

Rifleman Devender Prasad thus displayed conspicuous 
courage, valour and devotion to duty of an exceptionally 
high order. 

13. Captain Yadvinder Singh Mahiwal (JC-38363), Dogra 
Regiment. 

(Effective date of the award : 9th June, 1984) 

On the 9th June, 1984, Captain Yadvinder Singh Mahiwal 
while commanding a rifle Company of 12 Dogra Regiment 
got information that some extremists were hiding in a village 
in his area of operation. He immediately led a search party 
and as he approached the house of Jagjit Singh, a suspected' 
extremist, he saw two armed men taking position on the 
windowsill. With cool courage he broke into the house and 
in a lightning move pounced upon Jagjit, overpowered him 
and snatched away his weapon. 1 he other extremist jumped 
out of the window and ran aw'ay. With uttar disregard to 
his personal safety, he immediately chased the extremist. Ho 
captured the armed extremist before he could fire. In this 
action one Chinese Self Lxiading Rifle, one 7.62 mm Self 
Loading Rifle, 340 rounds of 7.62 mm, .38 pistol 3 rounds 
a.nd 22 rounds of .22 pistol were recovered. 

Capt. Yadvinder Singh Mahiwal thus displayed gallantry 
courage and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

14. Colonel Ranjit Singh Mavi (JC-126373, Infantry. 

(Effective date of the award ; 11th June, 1984) 

On the 11th June, 1984 Colonel Ranjit Singh Mavi, Colonel 
Administration of a ftlountain Division was detailed by his 
General officer Commanding, to make an on the spot assess¬ 
ment of the troops morale in the wake of events which had 
taken place in Punjab. After spending a few hours in that 
unit Colonel Mavi heard noise of firing, while driving back 
to Headquarters ill the night. He immediately drove back to 
the unit lines and found that the men had broken open the 
gates and armed themselves. As he could not find ahy unit 
officer he took the courageous initiative of taking charge of 
the situation. Undaunted bv grave and immediate danger 
to his life, and in the face of wild firing by misguided sol¬ 
diers, he moved from one company line to the other, and to 
the unit magazine. By his exemplary qualities of leadership, 
he was able to prevail over the men and establish his com¬ 
mand and control, resulting in their laying down arms by 
0700 hrs the next day. 

Colonel Ranjit Singh Mavi thus displayed conspicous 
courage exemplary leadership and devotion to duty of a high 
order. 

15. Captain Arvind Kumar Sinha (JC-40410) Garhwal 
Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award : 12th June, 1984) 

Captain Arvind Kumar Sinha, Commander, Kachai in 
Manipui’, was tasked to locate a suspected underground hide¬ 
out and apprehend the hostiles. He meticulously planned an 
Gyration and on the 12th June, 1984, at 0800 ffis, he along- 
with a patrol party left for the assigned mission. At 0900 
hrs, the patrol approached the village Kachai Thikker 
through a teachers jungle trail, completely avoiding detec¬ 
tion. But when they neared the second house of the village 
a dog tied in front of the third house started barking vigo¬ 
rously. Captain Sinha being suspicious ran to this door and 
saw two men escaping through the maize field. He rushed 
behind them, ordering his men to follow suit. 

After aa anxious chase, one hostile got stuck in a, thorny 
bush. Captain Sinha pounced upon him, but while doing 
so, his carbine got stuck in the bush and fell off. A hand 
to hand scuffle ensued in which at one stage, the hostile 
managed to pin down the officer and fired at his head. Fortu¬ 
nately, no ammunition was left in the pistol. Desparately 
the hostile began hammering on the officer’s head and blood 
drained over his face. Unmindful of the injuries sustained 
by him Captain Sinha did not give in and ultimately over¬ 
powered the hostile. But the hostile managed to wriggle 
out and scanter to the jungle nearby. Captain Sinha fired at 
his leg and felled him down. 


On interrogation the hostile reveailed that he had ran away 
from jail in July 1983 and that his gang was to ambush an 
Army Convoy in Kachai area. One M 22 sub Machine Gur 
one M 20 pistol. Rocket Detonators, Hand Grenade and 
huge quantity of ammunition was recovered from him. 

Captain .Arvind Kumar Sinha thus displayed conspicuous 
bravery courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

(Effective date of the award : 5th July, 1984) 

Paid Acting Naik Ram Maher Singh was deployed in the 
forward areas in the Northern Sector for maintenance of 
tele-communication link to some of our forward posts. On 
the 5th July, 1984, tele-communication link had to be re¬ 
established to ai forward post a number of times because of 
repeated damage to the line by heavy hostile fire. On one 
such occasion, Paid Acting Naik Ram Maher Singh was hit 
by machine gun burst and was severely wounded. Unmind¬ 
ful of risk to his life and despite injuries, he completed his 
task of re-establishing the vital tele-communication link.

18. Second Lieutenant Shailesh Kumar (Posthumous) 
(IC-40855), (Bihar). 

(Effective date of the award : 10th July, 1984) 

On the 10th July, 1984, Second Lieutenant Shailesh Kumar 
was ordered to move with 10 other Ranks to assist Captain 
Rajvi Vatsa in searching out extremists in a Village in 
Amritsar District. Within ten minutes, he alongwith his de- 
tachiment reached the village and climbed the roof top of 
one of the houses. On reaching the roof top a volley of fire 
the hotises. On reaching the roof top a volley of fire of wea- 
of weapons of all sorts came from the house of the Sarpansh 
lathed,ar Mohan Singh. Second Lieutenant Shailesh Kumar 
sustained serious injury. Unmindful of the injury, he moved 
up to the parapet of the roof top and fired a sten burst on 
Jathedar Mohan Singh, and kept on directing the fire from 
different directions on the extremists simultaneously taking 
care to avoid killing of innocent persons. Second Lieutenant 
Shailesh Kumar succumbed to the injuries in the process of 
directing the controlled fire. 

Second Lieutenant Shailesh Kumar thus displayed cens- 
picous courage, leadership and, devotion to duty of a \e!y 
hish order. 

19. Captain Prabhjyot Sin^ Gyani (IC-39361), Dogra 
Regiment. 

(Effective date of the award : 12th July, 1984) 

On the r2th July 1984, Captain Prabhjyot Singh Gyani, whose 
company was deployed very close to the International Border 
and given the task to flush out extremists from have i oral 
areas, received information that Lakha Singh a notorious 
smuggler and an extremist was accompanying a marriage party 
in village Rokhe. He immediately led a patrol to apprehend 
him. On seeing them, Lakha Singh escaped into the fields. 
Captain Gyani chased the extremist knowing fully well that 
Lakha Singh was a hardened criminal and heavily arm’d. 
He moved swiftly and, using good field craft pounced upon 
him, snatched his pistol and captured him. 

Captain Prabhjyot Singh Gyani thus displayed indomitable 
courage, devotion to duty in apprehending file extremist at 
great risk to his life.

21. Captain Jaawant Pratap Singh jadeja (SS-3()575), 
Array Ordnance Corps. 

(Effective date of the award ; 13th August, 1984) 

On the 13th August, 1984. Capton Jaswant Pratap Singh 
Jaaeja was returning from his home station Notbi to Uelhi. 
While he was waiting for his tram at Wankaner Kaiiway 
Station, lie observed two men attaddng a Constable of Wan- 
Xancr Railway Police out-post with a sword and a lathi, 
fie saw the assaulted Constable bleeding protusely and rush¬ 
ed to save him from the assailants. H© tooit tbe man with me 
sword m his grip and tried to disarm him. In the meantime 
the other crimmal started giving lathi blows on him. Wnen 
ho tried to catcb he stick with one hand, the man with the 
sword escaped from his grip and started running. He pur¬ 
sued him and when bo was about to apprehend him the 
criminal tunned back and swung his sword at him. Captain 
Jadeja managed to snatch the sword from the criminal wno 
was appi-cbcnded wih the help of the public. In the scuffle, 
he received injury on his left temple and deep cuts on the 
fingers of his left hand from the sword. The culprit was 
thereafter airested. 

Captain Jaswant Pratap Singh Jadeja thus , displayed exem¬ 
plary courage in saving the life of a Constable and appre¬ 
hending a notorious criminal at great peril to his life.

Engineers. 

(Effective date of the award ; 22ad August, 1984) 

On the 22nd August, 1984, Imicc Naik Puran Singh went 
to the house ol Lance Naik Balwmdcr Singh of the Regiment 
located at Baitagarh (Bhopal) to band over some documents 
to the individual. On reaching, he saw Lance Naik Balwinticr 
Singh's house in fire and Ms wife was shouting for help to 

save the hte of her children who were inside. Unmindful 

erf his own safety, Ixmcc Naik Puran Singh rushed into tbc 
house and brougut out two children insplte of ffames leaping 
aU over. He tnen cam© to know that third child, aged five 
and half years, was still inside. By this time, the house 

has been completely engulfed m fire. Undauntwl, he again 

went inside, picked up the child and brought him out through 
the maze of flames. Unfortunately, by this time, Lance 
Naik Puran Singh’s clothes had caught fire and he was burnt 
badly. But oven then, he showed tremendous courage and 
will power apd started running with the boy in his arms, 
towards the Military Hospital, where he finally collapsed. 

IwOnce Naik Puran Singh, thns displayed conspicuous 
courage, gallantry and selflessness of the highest order at 
the cost of his own life. 

23. Captain Bahadur Singh Bisht (IC-36840), 

Gorkha Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award; 3rd Sept. 1984) 

On the 3rd September, 1984, at about 2300 houis. Captain 
Bahadur Singh Bisht received reliable information about the 
likelihood of seU-styled Corporal Joseph Anal of the National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland, a hara core insurgent, making 
a bid to cross Manipur river near village sherou in the early 
hours of 4th Sept 1984. Captain Bisht decided to establish two 
ambushes, where the river was fordable. He himself took 
charging of the ambush site through, which the insurgent was 
most likely to move. On the 4th September, 1984, at 0445 
hours, self-styled Corporal Joseph ApM walked into tbe 
ambush and, vras immediately challenged by Captain Bisht. 
Tlie insurgent drew out his pistol and fired three rounds at 


the officer and tried to get away. Undeterred he gave hot 
and with the help of Havlldar Bom Bahadur Bisht, 
pounced upjon the insurgent and overpowered him. A 
Chinese pistol M-20 and 2 magazines were received from his 
person. 

Captain Bahadur Singh Bisht thus dl^layed exen^ary 
courage, leadership, and devotion to duty of a high order. 

24. Flight Cadet Mohinder Jeef Singh Bain* (172220) 
Flying (Pilot) under Trainng. 

( {Posthumous) 

{Effective date of the award ; 8th Sept. 1984) 

On the 8th Sept. 1984, Flight Cadet Mohinder Jeet Singh 
Bains, who was undergoing Advance stage training at an Air 
Force Training Institution, was authorised to fly a Ixiw l,cvel 
Navigation sortie with a chase pilot. Just after take off, be 
experienced an engine fiame-out. Facing the most critical 
emergency in a single engine jet aircraft, Fit Cdt Mohinder 
Jeet Singh Bains, inspite of his very limited experience as a 
trainee pilot, was calm. He turned the stricken aircraft away 
from heavily populated areas to head for a lake in order 
to avoid loss of lives on the ground and damage to civilians 
property. 'Phereafter, following the drills he had been taught, 
tie jettisoned the canopy and put the aircraft smoothly down, 
wheels up, on the edge of the lake. The aircraft skimmed 
along the water and slowed down about three hundred 
meters into the lake, then nosed into settle wings level on the 
bottom, twenty feet down. Underwater, Fit Cdt Bains un¬ 
strapped himself from his seat his parachute, disconnect¬ 
ed nis oxygen tube and came out of the cockpit. But im¬ 
mediately he got entangled in the weeds in the lake. Though 
weighed down by Ms boots and overalls, he made a tremen¬ 
dous effort and almost reached the surface bnt the weeds 
pulled him down. He attempted to remove his boots and by 
the time he unlaced one, he had suffocated and drawned. 

Flight Cadet Mohinder Jeet Singh Bains thus displayed 
cool courage, presence of mind and a high sense of respon¬ 
sibility. 


25. Pilot Officer Radha Krishna Balabhadra (17326-A), 

Flying (Pilot). 

(Effective date of the award : 25th September, 1984) 

On the 25tb September, 1984, pilot Officer Radha Krishna 
Balabhadra was authorised to carry out his fourth sortie on 
MIG aircraft. During the course of the flight at an altitude 
of 10 Kins., the canopy perspex of the aircraft shattered Md 
as a result raining Mass and plastic fragments fell on him. 
The aircraft was left with oMy jagged remanants of the 
canopy on the left side. The tremendous air blast made it 
extremely difficult and hazardous for the Officer to even 
open his eyes and look ahead. Simultaneously ho also ex¬ 
perienced the accompanied shock of explosive decompression. 
Pilot Officer Balabhadra, with negligible experience on such 
aircraft exhibiting great alertness, confidence and coolness 
descended repidly, selecting the Identification on to emer¬ 
gency, and carried out a safe landing having catered for the 
extra speed and power required due to the damaged state of 
the aircraft. 

Pilot Officer Radha Krishna Balabhadra thus displayed 
comage, confidence, presence of mind and a high sense of 
flying skill. 

26. Colonel Ram Krishan Bansal (TC-31300). 

Army Postal Service Corps. 

(Effective date of the award : 1st November, 1984) 

On the 1st November, 1984, Colonel Ram Krishan Bansal, 
while proceeding on temporary duty to Calcutta by train, 
found that violent mobs at Thndla and Shikohabad stations 
were manhandling and killing members of one community, 
including army personnel belonging to the community. He 
patrolled the tram and got all the members of the commu¬ 
nity shifted to First Class and ACC First Class compart¬ 
ments of the train. He himself stood at the door and did 
not allow any miscreants to enter compartment risking Ms 
own life. He also passed instruction to post adequate Police 
Guards at Subsequent stations to ensure the sMety of the 
people. 
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Colonel Ram Kxishan Bansal displayed initiative, courage, 
presence of mind and a high sense o£ public duty. 

27. J087387 Subedar Sakharam Daji Khot, Maratha 
light Infantry. 

(Effective date of the award ; 1st November, 1984) 

On the 1st November 1984. at 1300 hours, on being 
informed that rioters had coUected around Kabadi Bazar 
ai^ had entered into the houses of a particular community, 
with criminal intention, small groups of troops were sent to 
search the houses. Subedar Satharam Daji Khot entered a 
house with three other ranlta and was immediately con¬ 
fronted with approximately ten armed rioters, who had 
encircled a whole family belonging to a particular commu¬ 
nity and were about to kill them. He let out a war cry and 
jumped on the goondas with complete disregard to his per¬ 
sonal satety. One of the goopdas opened fire with his pistol 
which luckily missed Subedar Khot. Emulating his gallan¬ 
try, his comrades joined him in overpowering the goondas, 
thereby saving the Uves of a family, 

Subedar Sakharam Daji Khot thus displayed courage and 
dedication to duty in apprehending the culprits. 

28. 220058 Warrant Officer Harkanwal Krishan 
Sharma, Equipment Assistant. 

(Effective date of the award : Ist November, 1984) 

On the, 1st November. 1984, Warrant Officer Sharma, who 
was residuig in Palam Colony area, which was very badly 
sheltered by him. Warrant Officer Sharma maintaining claim, 
munity m his house to save their lives from the rioteers. In 
doing this. Warrant Officer Sharma risked the lives of his 
ovm family members as the rioteers ^t some hint that the 
minority comunity members were hiding in his house. They 
surrounded the house and threatened Warrant Officer Shanna 
with dire consequences if he did not hand over the people 
sheltered by him. Warrant Officer Shanna maintaming calm, 
cried to convince these miscreants that his house did not 
shelter any body, Not fully satisfied, the rioteers continued 
to keep watch pn his house and his activities. On the night 
of 2nd November, .1984, Warrant Officer Sharma found an 
opportunity and evacuat^ fist batch of six members of one 
family sheltering in his house. However before the second 
lot of 6 people could be moved to safety, the rioteers once 
again surrounded the house. Warrant Officer Sharma. putting 
his own life at serious risk, argued with the rioteers and did 
not allow them to enter his house. His house remained sur¬ 
rounded by miscreants for 48 hours and he himself remain¬ 
ed outside ceping their attention diverted. After two days, 
the family of 6 members was evacuated. 

Warrant Officer Harkanwal Krishan Sharma thus display¬ 
ed exemplary Courage and presence of mind in extremely 
adverse circumstances at grave risk to his own life and lives 
of his family memben. 

29. JC-110918 Subedar Harendra Singh Negi, Garhwal 
Rifles. 

(Effective date of award : 2nd November, 1984) 

On the 2nd November, 1984, Subedar Harendra Singh 
Negi, 7 Garhwal Rifles, was travelling by Frontier Mail, 
along with two officers, three Junior Commissioned Officers 
and two civilians. As the train neared Modinagar. a violent 
mob started attacking passengers, belonging to a particular 
community. Subedar Negi, with utter disregard to his perso¬ 
nal safety, prevented, the mob from enterins the coach. 
Once again when the train neared Jamuna Bridge, Delhi, 
the mob attacked the members of a community in the coach 
in which he was travelling, Fearing the worst, he took timely 
decision of guarding the doors of the coach to prevent 
entry of the mob. He ordered Naib Subedar Madho Ram to 
guard one of the doors while he remained at the other door. 
He shouted that those inside were Army officers and the 
mob would have to kiU him before any member of the 
particular community was touched. Showing immense cou¬ 
rage, be prevented certain death of some of the passengers. 

Subedar Harendra Singh Negi thus displayed initiative, 
courajge, presence of mind and very fine example of comu- 
raderie in the highest traditions of the Army. 


30, JC-130039 Naib Subedar Madhu Ram, 

Jammu and Kashmir Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award ; 2nd November, 1984) 

On the 1st November, 1984, Naib Subedar Madhu Ram, 
while proceeding on temporary duty, was travelling by Fron¬ 
tier Mail from Amritsar to Delhi. There were seven passen¬ 
gers belonging to a particular community travelling m the 
compartment, alongwith him. On the 2nd November, 1984, 
when the train reached Modinagar, a violent mob attacked 
the train with stones and iron bars at a number of places. 
With utter disregard to his personal safety, Naib Subedar 
Madhu Ram persuaded and interceded with the mob to spare 
the lives of his co-passengers. At one stage he was trampled 
by the mob. However, he remained firm and suited that co¬ 
passengers were his superiors and country men and that it 
was he who should be killed first before any harm could be 
done to them. Thus he managed to evict the mob from the 
coach. Throughout the journey, he displayed exemplary 
courage, rose above the call of duty and stood for commu¬ 
nal amity. 

Naib Subedar Madhu Ram thus displayed exemplary 
courage and presence of mind in saving the lives of his co- 
passengers. 

31. Captain Ajay Kumar Das (IC-39491), Sikh, 

(Effective date of the award ; 2nd November, 1984) 

Captain Ajay Kumar Dus was the post Commander of c 
post m Mizoram and was given the task of apprehending one 
of the most notorious groups of insurgents, which had beer 
terrorising the local population and indulging in violent acti 
vities. Captain Das obtained reliable intelligence about th< 
group and planned an effective raid to the nideout of tht 
insurgents. On the 6th November, 1984, at 0255 hours, ht 
approached the hideout by boat rowing against the curren 
in a fast flowing river. Captain Das personally led lh< 
assault group and was fired at by the insurgents resulting it 
severe injuries to a member of tlic patrol. Undeterred anc 
without caring for his personal safety, he returned the fir< 
and directed his men to continue their assault. Suddenly on< 
hostile jumped from the Jhoom hut and tried to make gooc 
his escape. Captain Das acted with cool courage and con¬ 
siderable presence of mind, chased the hostile and in the face 
of stilf resistance, apprehended him. The hostile who was 
injured in the encounter and later succumbed to his injuries 
was identified as self styled Lieutenant Malswama. 

Captain Ajay Kumar Das thus displayed a very high degree 
of professional competence, exceptional valour, cool courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order. 

32. 3379219 Sepoy Daljit Singh, Sikh, 

(Effective date of the award ; 6th November, 1984) 

Sepoy Daljit Singh was a member of a patrol led by Cap¬ 
tain A. K. Das, which was to raid a Jhoom hut near Hatoki 
post, in counter-insurgency area of Mizoram, on the night 
of 5th/6th November, 1984. When the patrol assaulted the 
hideout of the insurgents, the hostile sentry opened fire and 
Sepoy Daljit Singh received multiple gun shot wounds. Inspitc 
of hiB serious injuries and even having lost one eye, Sepoy 
Daljit Singh continued his advance alongwith the assault 
group and tired back on the hostiles. He actively assisted 
the group in injuring and apprehending one self-styled Lieute¬ 
nant Malswama and a self-styled private Van Erga. Both 
the apprehended hostiles later succumbed to their injuries. 

Sepoy Dtiljit Singh thus displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage, and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

33. G-155130 Vehicle Mechanic Balbir Singh, (Posthu¬ 
mous) 

(Effective date of the award ; 12th December, 1984) 

Vehicle Mechanic Bialhir Singh was associated with snow 
clearance operations at Khar Jungle Pass at a hei^t of 18380 
feet from the beginning of winter season 1984-85 and assign¬ 
ed the job of repairs to the plants, machinery and vehicles 
deployed at an altitude of 17000 feet and above. On th« 
12th December, 1984, dozer working at Khardtmgla top had 
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become defective and the snow clearance between Glacier 
Bridge and Kilometre 43 could not be carried out. It was 
very essential to repair the dozer at Khardnngla top and to 
move it towards Kilometre 43. In addition, two dozers at 
the site had also to be repaired on top priority so that these 
could be deployed on snow clearance operation at the earliest. 
Under continuance snow fail, sub zero temperature and the 
brinding blizzard. Vehicle Mechanic Balbir Singh worked un¬ 
tiringly and repaired all the dozers by the evening of the 
12th December, 1984. While leading the repaired dozers 
to the site a big snow slide swept the vehicle in which Shri 
Balbir Singh was travelling down the valley side and he got 
buried under the snow. 

Vehicle Mechanic Balbir Singh thus displayed exemplary 
courage and devotion to duty in utter disregard of his per¬ 
sonal safety in repro'ing the dozers for road clearance. 

34. G/154885H Mr Driver Kunjukunju Peethambaran, 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 12th December, 1984) 


under heavy hostile fire. Unmindful of risk to his personnel 
life, he held to his position and returned the hcBtile fire. In 
the process he was grievously wounded and laid down his 
life. , 

Sepoy Chhewang Thundup thus exhibited exemplary 
courage, resolute determination and devotion to duty of a 
very high order. 

37. Major Suresh Kumar Gadhok (IG-32130), Artillery. 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 30th August, 1985) 

On the 30th August. 1985, Major Suresh Kumar Gaffhok, 
while on a reconnaissance mission in forward meas in the 
Northern border flew his helicopter in poor, visibility and 
inclement weather. During the flight, the helicopter came 
under hostile fire grievously wounding the officer. Strapped 
to his seat, and hit hy a machine gun burst. Major Gadhok 
laid down his life while carrying out an important assign¬ 
ment in guarding the frontier of his mother land. 


In December, 1984, G/154885H MT Driver Kunjukunju 
Peethambaran was deployed on both sides of Khardungla 
Pass at a height of 18,000 feet and above in Ladakh aloiig- 
with his vehicle for carrying the snow clearance pm ties. 
The Pass was under heavy snow fall and high velocity winds 
and snow blizzards was a common occurrence. This job was 
very risky and required a lot of courage to drive the vehicle 
across the Pass under such adverse climatic conditions. 

On the 12th December, 1984, the road North side of 
Khardungla Pass was closed due to snow and wind drifts. 
Certain vital stores/equipment were to be inducted across 
immediately. Unfortunately both the dozers working on the 
other side of the Pass had become defective and it was de¬ 
cided to induct additional dozer and a Schmidt Snow Cutter 
Machine from the Southern side. The party left Khardungla 
top in the evening of 12th December, 1984, in the vehicle 
driven by MT driver K. Peethambaran. It was snowing 
heavily and visibility was restricted to only a few metres. 
When the vehicle crossed the Glacier Bridge it started slip¬ 
ping and could not negotiate the upward slope. The vehicle 
was pulled by the dozer. The vehicle had hardly coveret; 
200 metres stretch through the thick lays of snow when a 
big snow slide from hill-side swept away the vehicle towards 
the valley side in a few seconds. The vehicle and its occu¬ 
pants including .Shri Kunjukunju Peethambaran were buried 
under the snowl As a result Shri Kunjukunju Peetham¬ 
baran died. 

Shri Kunjukunju Peethambaran. thus displayed exemplary 
courage ant! dedication to duty in utter disregard to his per¬ 
sonal safety.
